The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination in method claims 1 and 10 specifically placing the electronic 
assembly within a mold and inserting mold material to over mold the assembly. 
The examiner will indicate reasons for allowance of apparatus claims 7 and 9 by 
comparison with the best art found. 

Tsurumiya et al teaches an electronic component coupled to a PCB and a 
backplate is in thermal contact with the component but no molding, no flex circuit 
and, no lip. 

Beuther et al teaches an electronic component in thermal contact with a 
backplate and a shroud with a lip that engages molding but no environmental 
sealing of the PCB. 

Kane et al teaches a shroud with a lip that engages molding but no backplate 
in thermal contact with an electronic component on a PCB. 

Brandenburg et al teaches a PCB with an electronic component, a backplate 
and a connector with shroud but no flex circuit or lip. 

Martin teaches a shroud with connector and a backplate but no lip that 
prevents overmolding from bending the PCB.
